INDEXES OF OHIO BUSINESS 


IN THE UNITED STATES 


Business Activity in the United States for the four 
weeks ending February 14 was up 1 per cent from the 
previous 4 weeks, as measured by the New York Times 
business activity index, and was 13 per cent above the 
corresponding 4-week period in 1941. The metal industries 
activity index for the same 4-week period showed a gain 
of 4 per cent from the previous 4 weeks, and was substan- 
tially unchanged from the corresponding 4 weeks in 1941. 
Freight car loadings for the same 4 weeks increased 13 
per cent from the previous 4 weeks and 12 per cent from 
the same period last year. 

Industrial Production, as measured by the Federal Re- 
serve Board index, was up 1 per cent in January from 
December and was 22 per cent above January, 1941. 

Steel Production dropped fractionally in January from 
December but was 3 per cent above January, 1941. Pig 
iron production was down 1 per cent from December but 
was 6 per cent above January of last year. The steel 
industry in January operated at 103 per cent of capacity, 
a decline of 1 per cent from December but a rate 8 per 
cent above January, 1941. Shipments of finished steel by 
the United States Steel Corporation were down 6 per cent 
from December but were 3 per cent above January, 1941. 
_ tool shipments were 68 per cent above January, 

Construction Activity in 37 eastern states, as measured 
by the value of contracts awarded, was down 27 per cent 
in January from December, due to declines in all types 
of construction, amounting to 1 per cent in residential, 28 
per cent in non-residential and 42 per cent in public works 
and utilities construction. As compared with January, 

1941, there was an increase of 4 per cent in the value of 

. Contracts awarded, due to increases in non-residential and 
public works and utilities construction; residential con- 
struction was down 8 per cent. 

Commodity Prices continued to rise in January. Depart- 
ment store prices were up 2 per cent from December,

retail food prices, 3 per cent; and the cost of living, 1 per 
cent. As compared with January, 1941, department store 
prices were up 17 per cent; retail food prices, 19 per cent; 
and the cost of living, 10 per cent. 

Retail Sales of independent dealers in 34 states dropped 
36 per cent in January from December and the sales of 
department stores were down 45 per cent; chain store sales 
for the same period were up 4 per cent. As compared with 
January, 1941, sales of independent retailers were up 18 
per cent; department store sales, 37 per cent; and chain 
store sales, 32 per cent. 


IN OHIO 

Retail Sales of independent stores in Ohio were down 
18 per cent in January from December, as compared with 
a decline of 36 per cent in the country as a whole. Depart- 
ment store sales in Ohio were down 42 per cent from 
December, as compared with 45 per cent in the country as 
a whole. As compared with January, 1941, sales of inde- 
pendent retailers in Ohio were up 21 per cent, and of 
department stores 46 per cent, as compared with 18 per 
cent and 37 per cent, respectively, in the country as a 
whole. 

Living Costs in Ohio cities rose only fractionally in Jan- 
uary from December and were 9 per cent above January, 
1941. For the country as a whole the increase from Janu- 
ary, 1941, was 10 per cent. 

Construction Activity, as measured by the value of con- 
tracts awarded, was down 8 per cent in January from 
December, due to substantial declines in residential and 
public works and utilities construction; non-residential 
construction was up 76 per cent. As compared with Janu- 
ary, 1941, the value of contracts awarded was up 18 per 
cent, due to increases in residential and non-residential 
construction. 

Agricultural Income was down 9 per cent in January 
from December but was 44 per cent above January, 1941. 
As compared with January of last year income from meat

turing, and 19 per cent in construction. As compared with 
January, 1941, manufacturing pay rolls were up 40 per 
cent; non-manufacturing, 19 per cent; and construction, 
34 per cent. Pay rolls dropped in January from December 
in all of the 10 major industry groups except rubber prod- 
ucts and vehicles, but in all groups pay rolls were sub- 
stantially higher than in January, 1941. 

Number of hours worked in manufacturing industries 
dropped 2 per cent in January from December, but were 
up 28 per cent from January, 1941. Man-hours worked in 
non-manufacturing industries were up 1 per cent from 
December, and 28 per cent from January, 1941. In 7 of 
the 10 major industry groups, man-hours worked in Janu- 
ary dropped from December, but in all of the industry 
groups January man-hours worked were substantially 
above the same month last year; 3 industry groups—rub- 
ber products, stone, clay and glass, and vehicles—reported 
slight increases in the number of man-hours worked in 
January from December.

Employment dropped 3 per cent in January from 
December, due to a decrease of 23 per cent in the 
number employed in the construction industry and 
a decrease of 8 per cent in non-manufacturing, Em- 
ployment in the manufacturing industries dropped 
less than 1 per cent and was 19 per cent above Janu- 
ary, 1941. Pay rolls decreased in the non-manufac- 
turing and construction industries during January 
from December, but manufacturing pay rolls in- 
creased 10 per cent. As compared with January, 
1941, the cost of living was 11 per cent higher in 
January, 1941; retail sales were up 44 per cent; 
bank debits were 32 per cent greater; and industria] 
power consumption, 31 per cent greater. 


CANTON 

Manufacturing and non-manufacturing industries 
showed decreases in number employed and in pay 
rolls during January, 1942, as compared with De- 
cember, 1941. However, total employment was 17 
per cent above January, 1941, and pay rolls were 38 
per cent higher. Sales of independent retailers were 
up 35 per cent from January, 1941. Bank debits 
decreased 3 per cent in January from December, but 
were 33 per cent above January, 1941. Registration 
of new cars was 88 per cent under January, 1941. 
The value of residential building permits issued dur- 
ing January remained practically unchanged from 
December; non-residential permits increased 36 per 
cent. 


CINCINNATI 


All major industry classifications showed losses in 
the number of persons employed and in pay rolls 
during January as compared with December. Manu- 
facturing industries showed only slight losses, and 
the level of employment and of pay rolls was 27 per 
cent and 52 per cent, respectively, above January, 
1941. The cost of living increased 2 per cent in 
January from December and was 7 per cent above 
January, 1941. Retail food prices increased 3 per 
cent and 20 per cent, respectively, during the same 
periods. Retail sales slumped from the December 
high but were 35 per cent above sales in January, 
1941. Bank debits were down 14 per cent from 
December but were 27 per cent above January, 1941. 
The steel industry operating rate remained practi- 
cally unchanged from January, 1941. 


CLEVELAND 

Manufacturing employment and pay rolls de- 
creased 2 per cent during January from December 
but were 20 and 48 per cent, respectively, above 
January, 1941. Non-manufacturing and construction 
industries showed larger losses from December but 
remained well above January, 1941. The cost of 
living increased 1 per cent during January from 
December and 10 per cent from January, 1941. Re- 
tail food prices increased 2 and 19 per cent, respect- 
ively, for the same periods. During January, 1942, 
as compared with January, 1941, retail sales in- 
creased 35 per cent, bank debits gained 22 per cent, 
and the steel industry operating rate was up frac- 
tionally.

COLUMBUS 

Employment decreased 8 per cent in January from 
December, due to a drop of 4 per cent in manufac- 
turing employment and 14 per cent in non manufac- 
turing. There were comparable decreases in pay 
rolls. Total employment and pay rolls, however, 
were 13 and 51 per cent, respectively, above Janu- 
ary, 1941. Retail sales dropped 47 per cent from 
December but were 22 per cent above January, 1941. 
Retail food prices increased 2 per cent from Decem- 
ber and were 22 per cent above January of last year. 
Bank debits were 21 per cent under December and 
25 per cent above January, 1941. Projected resi- 
dential and non-residential building decreased 30 
and 48 per cent, respectively, from December. 


DAYTON 

Total employment declined 2 per cent in January 
from December, due to a drop of 10 per cent in 
non-manufacturing employment. Manufacturing 
employment remained practically unchanged, and 
construction employment was up 4 per cent. Total 
employment was 17 per cent above January, 1941. 
Manufacturing pay rolls were 2 per cent above 
December and 34 per cent above January, 1941. 
Retail sales of independent dealers were 39 per cent 
above last January. New car registrations were 88 
per cent under January of last year. Bank debits 
declined 17 per cent from December but were 28 per 
cent above January, 1941. Industrial power con- 
sumption decreased 6 per cent from December and 
was slightly lower than in January, 1941. 


TOLEDO 

Manufacturing and non-manufacturing employ- 
ment decreased 5 per cent and 15 per cent, respect- 
ively, from December. Total employment was 8 per 
cent under December and 3 per cent above January, 
1941. Pay rolls decreased 3 per cent from December 
and were 24 per cent above January of last year. 
The cost of living increased 1 per cent during De- 
cember, to a point 10 per cent above January, 1941. 
New car registrations were 96 per cent under Janu- 
ary, 1941, but total retail sales were 36 per cent 
higher. Bank debits dropped 15 per cent from De- 
cember but were 24 per cent above January of last 
year. Industrial power consumption decreased 6 per 
cent from December. 


YOUNGSTOWN 

Total employment dropped 3 per cent in January 
from December, due primarily to a decrease of 10 
per cent in non-manufacturing employment and 43 
per cent in construction employment. Manufacturing 
employment remained practically unchanged. Total 
pay rolls declined 3 per cent from December but were 
22 per cent above January, 1941. The cost of living 
increased 2 per cent from December and was 12 per 
cent above January of last year. Retail sales were 
up 24 per cent from January, 1941. Registration of 
new cars was 84 per cent less than in January of last 
year; bank debits were up 26 per cent; industrial 
power consumption, 15 per cent higher. The steel 
industry operating rate was 8 per cent under Janu- 
ary, 1941, 
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While the total number employed in Ohio during the 
past three years has continued on the upgrade for the most 
part, some shifts have been taking place between the 
“employed” and “unemployed” components of the labor 
force. This has been particularly true in the past several 
months and helps to explain the seeming paradox of a 
growing number of new claims for unemployment benefits 
at a time when employment is generally increasing. 
Number Employed 

The number employed in January, 1942, as compared 
with the previous month declined about 4 per cent, due, in 
large part, to the seasonal post-holiday slump. January em- 
ployment, nevertheless, was up about 14 per cent from 
January of last year and about 28 per cent from January, 
1939. In 1941, the average employment was above the 
1940 and 1939 levels by 21 and 30 per cent, respectively. In 
each of the eight major cities in Ohio, January employ- 
ment was down from the previous month but up from 
January of last year. 

New Claims for Unemployment Compensation 

New claims for unemployment compensation only indi- 
cate instances in unemployment and, as such, do not reflect 
the duration of unemployment—that is, they do not show 
the number remaining unemployed long enough to receive 
compensation. During January of this year, new claims 
for unemployment compensation were more than they were 
during any single month since February, 1939, and were 
up 65 per cent from the previous month and 102 per cent 
from January of last year. The average number of new 
claims during 1941 was about 29 per cent less than during

1940. In all of the eight major cities, new claims for 
benefits increased in January of this year from the pre- 
vious month, the greatest increases, 124 and 122 per cent, 
occurring in Cincinnati and Columbus, respectively. 

This unusually large increase in the number of new 
claims during January is due to many factors, some of 
which are: the seasonal post-holiday slump, completion of 
some defense construction projects, shut-downs to take 
inventories, curtailment in the production of some civilian 
commodities due to priorities, and, in no small measure, 
to the effect of one of the recent amendments to the Unem- 
ployment Compensation Act dealing with the base period. 

The accompanying chart is intended to show the relative 
changes in the number employed and new claims for bene- 
fits but is not to be used as the basis for judging changes 
in absolute amounts. 


NEW CLAIMS FOR BENEFITS AND INDEXES OF NUMBER 
NeW CLAMS 
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As the chart indicates, up until the last half of 1941, 
generally speaking, the number of new claims has been 
decreasing while the number employed has been increas- 
ing. During the last half of 1941, however, both the num- 
ber of new claims and the number employed have been 
increasing. It is evident that while the total number 
employed has been increased by drawing on the labor 
reserve, separations in some industries also have been 
increasing. This is an inevitable intermediate consequence 
of the shift from a peace-time to a war-time economy.
